BRAZIL 


In general, sales in Brazil for 
the second quarter have been com- 
paratively good. In the bus field, 
American products continue to be 
considerably out of the running. 

‘ Sales of accessories were fair dur- 
ing the early purt of this quarter, 
“put “slowed up in Jtine, The out- 
look of automobile sales for the 
third quarter is better than the 
general business outlook, because 
comparative figures show that the 
automobile business is developing 
steadily, despite unfavorable fac- 
tors such as fluctuating exchange, 
lack of credit and capital and an 
existing feeling of depression. 


CHINA 
The trend of the Chinese auto- 
mobile market for the Shanghai 
district in the second quarter of 
1926, was good, Sales held up well 
and stocks were normal, with com-

Auto Exports .817% 
Of World’s Total 


Special A. D, N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, July 21.— 
America’s share of the 

world trade is approximately 
15.6 per cent. of the _ total 
and of this sum the automobile 
industry’s export share in 1925 
was .817 per cent. 

The relation of the automobile 
industry’s exports to the total 
of the United States and for the 
world is thus shown in figures 
just compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Expressed in terms of figures, 
the department’s compilation 
shows that the aggregate export 
business of the fifty-five leading 
countries was $58,500,000,000 in 
1925, the United States exports 
being $8,910,000,000, of which 
approximately $400,000,000 was 
automobile exports.

New York, July 21.—The New 
York Merchants’ Association has 
prepared a mass of facts relative 
to the operation of motor trucks 
to present to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission when it begins 
its hearings here September 10 on 
motor truck traffic. 

The New York organization will 
outline conditions in motor truck 
operation in Eastern territory as 
they exist at present and will have 
humerous witnesses present at the 
hearings before Commissioner Esch 
and Examiner Flynn. 

No position has beén taken by 
the Merchants’ Association with 
respect to the regulation of inter- 
state motor truck traffic, It be- 
lieves that before any legislation 
is considered or even proposed, all 
the facts bearing upon the situation 
should be developed so that there 
may be in advance a determination 
as to the-necessity for legislation, 
and, if deemed necessary, as to its 
form. 

That was the position taken by 
the association at the hearings 
given by the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce last winter, 


motor truck operation in interstate 
traffic was under consideration.

those hearings the association 
pointed out that the proposed bills 
failed to take into account many 


features of motor truck operation 
which were entirely different from 
rail operation.

France Denies Gas 
Restriction Report 


Special from A. D. N, Washington Bureau 


Washington, July 21.—Authori- 
ties of the French government 
disavow any contemplating action 
looking to the restriction of the 
consumption of gasoline for auto- 
mobiles, Trade Commissioner H. 
H. Kelly at Paris today advised the 
Department of Commerce. 

These official representatives de- 
nied the report that steps have 
been taken to limit gasoline con- 
sumption as a measure of national 
economy, although the statement 
was made that consideration was 
being given to the manufacture of 


a special motor fuel which would 
be partly gasoline and therefore 
permit reduction of gasoline im- 
ports.
